Kissinger warns Earthquake satellite achieves orbit 
nations against 
economic blocs 


NAIROBI, Kenya (U PI) — Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger warned the 
world’s rich and poor nations today that they mu^t not form “ economic power blocs” 
but should establish a new era of economic cooperation in which existing institutions 
would be radically overhauled. 
“ Attempts to wield bloc economic power will disrupt the entire system and will 
ultimately rebound to everyone’s detriment,” Kissinger warned at a luncheon he 
gave for representatives of some of the world’s poorest nations. 
He added, “ A second generation of economic cooperation must now begin in which 
we must adapt our institutions to fundamentally different economic conditions. The 
complexity of economic cooperation is now formidable. It cannot be achieved by con­ 
frontation.” 
Kissinger, fresh from a 24-hour tour of East African wild game country, began three 
days of talks with delegates attending the U N. Conference on Trade and Develop­ 
ment here and will highlight the discussions in a major policy speech Thursday when 
he will outline Washington’s stand on how to solve the world’s economic problems. 
The United States and developing nations remain at odds on how best to bridge the 
gap between rich and poor countries but Kissinger said priority must be given to the 
impoverished nations. 
“ The purpose of the UNCTAD conference is to speed economic progress, but es­ 
pecially progress of the developing nations,” the secretary said. 
“ The political role and the economic power of the newly formed nations is un­ 
deniable. The structure of international cooperation must be changed to embrace the 
role of these new developing nations.” 
Calling for a joint, peaceful effort to tackle global economic ills, Kissinger «aid, 
“ The day is long past when nations could determine national policies by isolated 
economic policies.”

Senate committee 
rejects Ford nominee 


A satellite designed to observe the 
slow creep of land masses that causes 
earthquakes, was hurled into space from 
Vandenberg AFB early today, bearing a 
message to any descendants of mankind 
that may inhabit the Earth nine million 
years from now. 


A Delta rocket lifted off at two seconds 
past 1 a.m., rattling windows in Lompoc 
Valley as it blazed smoothly on a 
southern trajectory toward a polar orbit, 
NASA officials said. Orbit was con­ 
firmed at 2:30 a.m. 


Called LAGEOS, for laser geodynamic 
satellite, the satellite will measure 


minute movements — to less than one 
inch — of the earth’s crust 3,600 miles 
below, bouncing back precise informa­ 
tion on land shifts, polar motions and 
movements of places on the globe. 


A stainless steel plaque on LAGEOS, 
expected to be drawn back into the 
earth’s atmosphere almost nine million 
years from now. is meant to indicate the 
satellite's origin and purpose to any in­ 
telligent beings, descendants of 
humanity or space travelers. 


Designed by Dr. Carl Sagan of Cornell 
University, the “ greeting card from the 
remote past” carries a simple number- 


ing system and three engravings showing 
the positions of the continents 200 million 
years ago, their position now, and where 
scientists expect them to be within 10 
million years. 


In the future map projection, a huge 
portion of the California coast south of 
San Francisco is shown submerged 
beneath the Pacific Ocean. This drift, 
scientists said, is an expected con­ 
sequence of the crustal motions 
LAGEOS will investigate. 


Scientists said California’s wobbly San 
Andreas Fault will receive top priority 
with information beamed to LAGEOS 


from stations in San Diego and Quincy, 
Calif., both ends of the active San 
Andreas Fault. 
The 903-pound aluminum sphere is 
dimpled with 426 optical reflectors 
designed to bounce the light of laser 
beams back to earth. 
“ By measuring this length of time, the 
distance between the station and the 
satellite can be calculated precisely with 
a technique known as laser ranging,” 
NASA said, detecting movements of the 
earth’s surface as small as eight-tenths- 
of-an-inch. LAGEOS should have a useful 
life of 50 years. Cost of the satellite and 
launch rocket was about $8.5 million. 
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WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Senate 
Commerce Committee today rejected 
President Ford’s nomination of S. John 
Byington to be chairman of the Consum­ 
er Product Safety Commission. 
Consumer forces, who had opposed 
Byington’s nomination, hailed the vote 
as a rare victory in the Senate’s confir­ 
mation process and said it should in­ 
dicate to the President some of the 
problems he will be facing in the 
November election. 
The committee voted to suspend in­ 
definitely the nomination of Byington for 
a seven-year term as chairman of the 
agency; but at the same time it said it 
would ask Ford to resubmit Byington’s 
name for another vacancy of 2Va years on 
the commission. 
Sen. Robert P. Griffin. R-Mich., told 
reporters he understood the President 
was willing to try for the shorter term 
nomination and said he thought the com­ 
mittee could well approve Byington for 
the other slot. It was not known whether 
Ford would resubmit Byington’s name 
for the chairmanship but it was 
speculated that he would do so. 


The vote, taken in a closed session, 
was a voice vote with a few no votes, 
Griffin said. He said some of the com­ 
mittee members seem to feel that 
Byington lacked administrative ex­ 
perience or that he was too close to the 
White House in his present role as assis­ 
tant to Virginia Knauer, the President’s 
consumer adviser. 
Byington previously had said that the 
President was backing him for the full 
seven-year term as chairman and 
nothing else. One committee source, 
however, said he believed the White 
House would change its mind and ask for 
the shorter term and that Byington 
would “ jump at the chance” to take it. 
Byington, 39, grew up in Ford’s 
hometown of Grand Rapids. Mich. He 
worked as a press aide for former 
Michigan Gov. George Romney and was 
public relations director for the 
American Pharmaceutical Association. 
He holds degrees in both law and phar­ 
macy. 
The term of the present chairman, 
Richard O. Simpson, expired last fall but 
he has remained on the job. 
Trustees to decide 
on bargaining panel

All of the heightened interest in the 
new collective bargaining procedures for 
school employes will come to a head 
Thursday when trustees of Lompoc 
Unified School District decide what 
organization will represent which 
employes. 
'Hie meeting is scheduled at 5 p.m. in 
the Central Administration Building, 
1301 North A St. 
At stake is the right to represent 300 
classified employes and about 540 
teachers in collective bargaining that 
gets under way after July 1. 
The trustees will make rulings on peti­ 
tions filed by three organizations on 
April 1 to represent one or the other 
main category of worker. Petitions have 
been filed by Lompoc Education As­ 
sociation and Lompoc Federation of 
Teachers for the right to represent cer­ 
tificated personnel and by the local 
chapter of the California School 
Employe Association for the right to 
represent classified or non-certificated 
personnel 
In some respects it’s a winner take all 
action. 
Specifically the trustees will decide 
“ Whether or not the employer doubts the 
appropriateness of the unit described in 
the request for recognition; whether or 
not the employer contests the showing of 
majority support of the employe 
organization filing the request for 
recognition; whether during the 15 work­ 
day posting period, any employe 
organization filed an intervention; and 


finally whether the employer (school 
board) desires a representative elec­ 
tion." 
There has been nothing official to in­ 
dicate which way the board will go on 
these questions. However, there is some 
reason to believe the board will concur 
with the feelings of some teachers and 
perhaps call for a consent election to 
decide whether LEA (CTA-NEA) or LFT 
(CFT-AFL-CIO) has majority support. 
And in much the same thinking, the 
tx»rd may decide to call for an election 
among classified employes on the theory 
that many of the non-certificated person­ 
nel might vote for no union at all. 
Collective bargaining legislation was 
approved and became law on Jan. 1. The 
law set in motion the appointment of a 
three-member Education Employe Rela­ 
tions Board (E E R B > and the funding of a 
staff. Basically E E R B was intended to 
settle disputes that could not be settled 
at the district level. 
Another critical date in the phased-in 
law came on April 1 when employe 
organizations filed for the right to be 
named exclusive bargaining represen­ 
tatives. 
Collective bargaining begins on July 1. 
At the same time there is pressure and 
more will be applied this month and next 
to come to some sort of decision on key 
bargaining subjects prior to the end of 
the fiscal school year on June 30. Clas­ 
sified employes especially stand to gain 
if an accommodation can be reached on 
salaries prior to the July 1 date. 
Teachers are a little different because 
few of them work in the summer. 
Parents to decide Thursday 
on participating in ECE 


Parents in the Los Berros School area, 
augmented by some of their counter­ 
parts in the La Mesa School area, are ex­ 
pected to make a fateful decision Thur­ 
sday. they will vote for or again3t area 
participation in the state’s Early 
Childhood Education program. 
The meeting is scheduled for 7 p.m. at 
Los Berros School 
If current plans prevail, only parents 
who will have students in kindergarten, 
first, second and third grades in the fall 
will vote. That concept would seem to 
rule out most teachers, and the non­ 
eligibility position of teachers has been 
described as a fact. 


In the words of one official close to the 
scene, it’ll be the parents’ prerogative 
all the way. 


The results of the vote will have no im­ 
mediate impact on a districtwide ap­ 
plication for ECE funds that include 
some for Los Berros, but down the road 
it may spell life or death for the expan­ 
sion of ECE into the school in the fall. 


'Mr. Clean'

A stale education official told the 
Record this week that the ECE legisla­ 
tion included a weighted factor 
reflecting enthusiasm of parents for the 
program or the lack of that enthusiasm.

'Hiis week it 
learned that four of the school’s 15 
teachers had applied for transfers, 
ostensibly because of their opposition to 
ECE. It is now believed, however, that at 
least two of the four had applied for 
transfers long before the talk about 
ECE. 


Shocking error 
found in new 
electric code 


The recently adopted 1975 National 
Electrical Code contains a potentially 
dangerous section that could cause in­ 
jury to workers and serious damage to 
equipment, according to Lompoc 
Electrical Supt. W. F. Ruffner. 
Ruffner is asking the city council to 
take action at its meeting tonight at 7:30 
at City Hall to delete the section, which 
relates to the arrangement of three- 
phase busses. 
“ The standard meter manufactured... 
for this service is not compatible with 
the code wiring requirem ents. 
Consequently, a new installation wired 
according to the 1975 code could cause 
serious injury to unsuspecting meter 
personnel or construction personnel as 
well as destruction of costly appliances 
or machinery,” Ruffner said. 
Calling the code provision “ of possible 
serious consequence,” Ruffner said the 
recommendation that the section be 
eliminated from Lompoc’s City Code has 
been made with the concurrence of the 
city attorney and the Community 
Development Department to protect the 
city from possible involvement in an in­ 
jury or damage claim. 


Ruffner said the matter has been 
referred to the National Electrical Code 
by a subcommittee of the Edison 
Electric Institute but apparently there 
has been no action to correct tht 
problem 


He said the questionable section 
revises the connection sequence of a par­ 
ticular type of service connection, used 
commonly in commercial installations. 


Ford, Reagan concentrate 
on Indiana; Carter 'sure' 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Ronald 
Reagan, back in the saddle after his 
Texas triumph, hoped to beat President 
Ford in three GOP primaries today. 
Democrat Jimmy Carter said he already 
feels sure of winning his party's 
presidential nomination. 


Carter told supporters at a fund­ 
raising breakfast in Cincinnati he 
foresaw an “ overwhelming victory in 
Georgia” today, expected to “ do very 
well in Alabama,” and had a “ good 
prospect of doing well in Indiana.” 


Carter hoped to add these primaries 
and one in the District of Columbia today 
to his string of eight victories in 11 states 
since the last week in February. 


“ I intend to be president,’’ he 
declared “ I feel sure I shall get the 
nomination.” 
Carter arranged to fly home to Plains, 
Ga.. to vote in his state's primary. 


While Ford stayed at the White House 
today, GOP challenger Reagan was on 
the campaign trail in West Virginia 
preparing for that state’s May 11 
primary. 
Reagan replied to Ford’s charges that 
his criticisms of the administration's 
military policies were alarmist. 
“ If I am alarmed over our defense 
policies and the fact that the U.S. is not 
sound defensively, he's right.” Reagan 
told a news conference at Parkersburg 
airport. “ We are no longer a defense 
leader in the world ” 


Both Ford and Reagan concentrated 
final efforts on Indiana and its 54 GOP 
delegates. Ford all but conceded 
Alabama and Georgia to Reagan, and 
said while he expects to win in Indiana. 
In the early hours of voting in Indiana, 
the turnout appeared to running at a pace 
close to the 38 per cent of the 1972 
presidential primary. 
House overrides Ford veto 
of child day care centers

WASHINGTON (U PI) — The House to­ 
day voted to override President Ford’s 
veto of a child day care center bill and 
sent it to the Senate, which was also ex­ 
pected to reject the veto and put the 
measure into law. 
The bill would authorize $125 million to 
help the centers meet the costs of new 
federal staffing standards as well as 
state-ordered health and safety regula­ 
tions. 
Without the money, proponents of the 
override vote said, centers across the na­ 
tion now serving thousands of children 
would be forced to close. Working 
mothers would be have to quit their jobs, 
they said, and low income employes at 


the centers would return to welfare as­ 
sistance. 
Ford said he vetoed the bill because it 
added still more federal control over 
matters that should be decided by states 
and cities. Ford favored federal aid to 
the centers but said it should be given in 
a bloc grant without federal regulations 
on how it is used. 
The measure would suspend until July 
1, 1976, the staffing standards Congress 
voted last year and which were go into 
effect on Oct. 1,1975. Unless centers met 
those standards they would lose federal 
aid and could he fined by the govern­ 
ment if they operated in violation of the 
standards 


3% jobless 
rate bill 
advances 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House 
Education and Labor Committee, after 
sharp debate, voted 25 to 10 today to ap­ 
prove a bill to cut the nation’s jobless 
rate by more than half in the next four 
years. 


The bill, sponsored by Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey. D-Minn., and Rep. Augustus 
F 
Hawkins, D-Calif., would give all 
Americans aged 16 and over who are 
able, willing and seeking work the right 
to a job. 


It sets a national goal to reduce un­ 
employment from its recent 7.5 per cent 
level to 3 per cent by. 1980 


Hawkins said it would attempt to do 
this prim arily through the free 
enterprise economy, by having the Presi­ 
dent. Congress and the Federal Reserve 
Board work out coordinated fiscal, 
monetary and other economic policies. 


To the extent the goal is not achieved, 
the bill would have the government 
provide jobs to those unable to find work. 


The Humphrey-Hawkins bill, also 
pending in the Senate, has been endorsed 
by all the leading Democratic presiden­ 
tial candidates. President Ford has 
denounced it as a “ vast, election year 
boondoggle.” 


Rep. Albert H. Quie, R-Minn.. told the 
committee that if Congress approves the 
bill it will be moving toward “ putting the 
federal government in control of all 
aspects of American life.” 


The bill. Quie said, “ flies in the face of 
everything that seems to be the trend of 
the country ” He said it assumes that 
“ all knowledge” and the cure to national 
problems “ resides here” in Washington 
The bill, Quie said, is “ philosophically 
wrong and the economics is full of 
holes ” 


Rep. Marvin L. Esch, R-Mich., said 
Congress won’t pass the bill and the 
President won't sign it this year but that 
the concepts in the bill “ will be the vehi­ 
cle for a national debate for the next six 
months” during the election campaigns. 


The “ real vote” on the bill, Esch said, 
will come in the first week of November 
when the American public votes, as he 
put it, “ whether to take a turn torward 
centralism or a turn toward in­ 
dependence and freedom ” 


Rep Paul Simon, D-IU., agreed there 
will be a national debate on the bill but 
said the real issue will be “ whom the 
government serves.” 
Conjunctive 
use study 
talks ok'd 


The County Water Agency authorized 
staff engineer-manager Charles H 
Lawrance Monday to enter into negotia­ 
tions with CDM. Inc., environmental 
engineers to perform a conjunctive use 
study of the Santa Ynez River system 
and selected groundwater basins. 


Lawrance reported that a special com­ 
mittee of the water agency had screened 
candidate consultants and concluded that 
CDM. Inc., with offices in Pasadena and 
Walnut Creek, could best carry out such 
a study under a reasonable fee. 


Lawrance emphasized that the 
proposed conjunctive use study is felt by 
himself and many others to be of “ great 
importance” and constitutes a key ele­ 
ment in the Water Agency’s Program of 
Action for Water Resources Planning. 
He felt a two-phase study would cost not 
more than 100.000

Proposed county tax hike 
might be 'refined' away

The Board of Supervisors 
gave its approval Monday to a 
proposed 1976-77 county budget 
indicating a 24-cent boost in the 
county tax levy, but Ad­ 
ministrative Officer Raymond 
D. Johnson expressed con­ 
fidence that the supervisors 
would take actions to slash a 
sizable tax rise and that later 
refinements of revenue figures 
would also be helpful before the 
new tax rate is officially set 
late in August. 
Although the recommended 
budget which totaled $99.5 
million included a $2.9 million 
revenue-sharing budget utiliz­ 
ing federal funds, the county 
board chose to hold up approval 
of the smaller budget until the 
broader picture of county 
finances emerges during public 
hearings on the budget starting 
June 9 
The current tax levy of $3.31 
per $100 of assessed valuation 
would jump to $3.55 if the 
recommended budget is ap­ 
proved as is. 


The sentiment among some 
board members which m ay 
take hold later as policy was 
that the board seems deter­ 
mined to avert a tax boost even 
if it means denying the some 
3,000 county employes a raise in 
salary this coming fiscal year. 
If this came about, many 
employes still would come out 
ahead, however, on the basis of 
5 per cent merit pay boosts. 
Johnson, who presented the 
proposed budget to the board, 
made it clear he felt it should 
be regarded chiefly as a “work­ 
ing document,” in view of the 
fact that the board has a 
number of alternatives in the 
weeks ahead to change course 
on policy matters. 
Also, he showed, the proposed 
budget had to be drafted on the 
basis of incomplete ihforma- 
tion. 
The salary and benefits total 
of $39.6 million in the budget 
could be boosted several 
millions on the basis of even a 
modest boost in pay this year, it 
Board tries to head 
off resort problems 


Santa Barbara County Board 
of Supervisors is taking the in­ 
itiative early this year in order 
to counter expected eruption of 
problems this summer caused 
by law-breakers invading the 
Upper Santa Ynez R iver 
recreational areas. 


The board named Supervisor 
James M Slater, whose Third 
District includes the forest 
area, to head up a special com­ 
mittee, make a study of alter­ 
natives, and give the board a 
report by the last week of May. 
Others on the committee will 
include Forest Service and law 
enforcement personnel. 


Board chairman Frank J. 
Frost named Slater to head the 
study group, after saying he felt 
it was in the best interest of the 
area and the county to take ear­ 
ly action on the matter. 
The Forest Service, believing 
it can get sufficient appropria­ 
tions for a good enforcement 
/•ogram by fiscal year 1977, 
discussed possibility of setting 
up a gate at the national forest 
entrance area to control 
overuse of the camp areas 
F o r e st Service officers 
M ieve the courts would frown 
on closure of the area for other 
than fire danger, yet admitted 
that potentially disastrous fires 
h a v e 
b een 
s ta r te d 
by 
troublemakers in past sum­ 
mers. 
Both Frost and Slater said 
they felt that closure of the 


area might be the only practical 
alternative if problems persist 
and there is insufficient funding 
to patrol the area and enforce 
the law. 
“Something must be done to 
r e s tr ic t the freed o m of 
everyone in the area, or there 
must be more policing,” com­ 
mented Frost. 
“The main problem is con­ 
taining young males,” Frost 
felt. 
But checkpoints stopping 
such persons at the Red Rock 
area, for instance, it was 
shown, could lead to diversion 
of trou b lem ak ers to the 
Figueroa Mt. area, for exam­ 
ple, where problems have 
already begun to proliferate in 
past summers. 
Forest Service spokesman 
asked the county for financial 
help until the Federal agency 
could get sufficient money from 
Congress to pick up the burden. 
Frost felt a permit system 
might be one way to combat the 
problems, with Slater and 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman 
also inclined to agree. 
In many cases potential 
troublemakers cannot be iden­ 
tified as they pass through a 
check point, it was agreed. As 
one Forest Service official put 
it: “The group of nice-looking 
clean-cut young persons pass­ 
ing through at 9 a.m. can turn 
into som ething e lse after 
they’ve had two or three cases 
of beer back there,”

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was shown. Six employe groups 
are negotiating for new con­ 
tracts. A 5 per cent boost was 
granted most county workers 
last year. 
Johnson’s recommendations 
include restoration of the 10- 
cent capital improvements levy 
and special 2-cent park develop­ 
ment levy. 
Whether the county levy goes 
up or not, the county is continu­ 
ing to extract millions more 
each year from property 
owners. The county “take” in 
the com ing fiscal year in 
property taxes due to rising as­ 
sessed valuations alone is about 
$2 million additional, and may 
be more if tl e assessed valua­ 
tion figures in the county ex­ 
ceed the $80-million boost. 
The proposed budget if 
funded as it now stands would 
require an added $4.9 million to 
be raised by the property tax. 
The big buildup in the district 
attorney’s office in setting up 
its new child support division is 
responsible, in large measure, 
for the $700,000 extra in salaries 
and benefits, but revenues will 
come back to the county. 
Johnson told the board that 
departmental responses to the 
request that 25 per cent cuts be 
considered in their budgets will 
go before the board in time for 
public hearings on the budget.

doing it. 


Yoga growing in popularity here

Now you have an opportunity to experience for yourself if yoga is 
everything others say it is and some say it is everything. 
David Eckel, a local chiropractor, teaches a twice-a-week class 
at the Lompoc YMCA in this growingly popular form of exercise. 
For him, yoga is a way to physical and spiritual well-being. 
There are several branches of yoga, developed in India centuries 
ago. Eckel teaches Hatha Yoga, that branch dealing with purifica­ 
tion and disciplining of the body. 
“What it does,” he said, "is to bring the physical body into a 
state of exceedingly good health, normalizing the systems of the 
body. 
“The reason for yoga originally was so a spiritual pursuit could 
be followed without having to stop and attend to bodily needs, the 
body being a major distraction to meditation and spiritual ad­ 
vancement.” 
Although yoga is a Hindu invention, a Western man is not com­ 
mitting a sacrilege against the Catholic Church by doing the 
shoulder stand, which is one of a series of positions a yoga student 
holds during workouts. 
“I have heard people say they can’t do yoga because they are 
Baptist or Catholic. This is silly. Yoga is an exercise. I’m a Chris­ 
tian and I wouldn’t do anything anti-Christian,” said Eckel. 
The gentle-speaking chiropractor believes that any physical 
problem can be improved through yoga. The eagle position will 
help varicose veins, the lion and headstand will relieve colds and 
sore throats, the plough will do wonders for a hangover. 
Whatever your ailment — asthma, backache, bad posture, fallen 
arches, gas pains and so on — there is a yoga posture to help repair 
it. This is so, although most people think of yoga as a way to reduce 
weight and keep trim, something it does do, confirms Eckel. 
“It is good not only for burning calories, but also for flushing out 
the glands, especially the thyroid gland,” he said. “A lot of 
overweight is due to an underactive thyroid. Yoga stimulates the 


thyroid into action and once in action, the weight melts away.” 
What is particularly attractive about yoga is that all groups — 
young and old, men and women — may participate. Eckel 
describes yoga as a gentle form of exercise with the only barrier to 
receiving its full benefits being a person’s ego. 
He has little use for ego. 
“Older people will come to a session and see they can’t put their 
head as far down as other students and quit. They are letting their 
ego trick them out of doing yoga,” he explained. 
This is why in class Eckel advises his students never to compare 
themselves to how well another student does the bow or the twist. 
Progress comes whether you notice it or not, he says. Noticing it 
is an ego trip. 
Eckel also tells his students to think holy thoughts while doing 
yoga because “the purpose of yoga is to align oneself with God” 
and he reminds the class to regard yoga positions as prayer posi­ 
tions. 
To place yourself in a prayer position is to say you don’t want to 
run in circles during your lifetime, that you want some purpose 
and direction in life. This is what yoga is about too, he states. 
“Everyone is into a spiritual search even if they don’t think they 
are, even guys who hang out in bars. They are searching for joy 
and God is the source of all joy and happiness,” said Eckel. 
But if keeping fit is all you think you are interested in now, then 
yoga, which rinses accumulated poisons from the body, is an 
all-around good choice, according to him. It works all muscles and 
joints while, for example, bowling or golf employ certain muscle 
groups, v

Yoga coupled with jogging or rapid walking is what Eckel would 
call perfect physical conditioning. 
He teaches the approximately hour-long class on Mondays and 
Thursdays starting at 7:30 p.m. He says yoga should be done every­ 
day and by oneself. The purpose of the class is to help students 
memorize the routine. 
“Yoga is an individual thing, not a social thing,” said Eckel.

BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI) — Vietnamese authorities may 
allow the estimated 38 Americans trapped in Saigon during last 
year’s panicky evacuation to begin leaving the country as soon as 
this week, diplomatic sources said today.

The firefighters 
were hampered by a lack of water, since most rivers and lakes in 
tlie region still are frozen.

Kissinger begins talks with Third World nations 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) — Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
began three days of talks today aimed at heading off a threatened 
confrontation between the United States and the world’s poorest 
nations over raw materials. 
Aides said Kissinger, in a major address Thursday, planned to 
reject as “ unfair and unworkable” the major proposal put forth by 
Third World nations that would establish a program to halt fluctua­ 
tions in the price of 10 major world commodities.

New flu 
vaccine 
tested 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Officials 
of the national Center for 
Disease Control are testing a 
new swine flu vaccine on some 
1,000 Atlanta area volunteers in 
an effort to determine its 
minimum effective dosage and 
possible side effects. 
A medical task force is work­ 
ing at the CDC to set up a $213 
million federal-state crash 
program for inoculating 213 
million Americans against a 
threatened outbreak of swine 
flu this fall. 
Some 50 CDC staff members 
lined up Monday in the center’s 
auditorium to be inoculated 
with the new vaccine in “ field 
trials.” The center said volun­ 
teers from outside the CDC 
would receive the test vaccine 
later. 
By testing some 1,000 Atlanta 
area volunteers, the center 
hopes to determine the mini­ 
mum effective dose of the vac­ 
cine and what reactions it may 
cause. 
The center said reports from 
the first tests on 155 volunteers 
in Washington, D C., showed no 
serious side effects associated 
with the vaccine. 
The new influenza strain sur­ 
faced at Ft. Dix, N.J., in 
February. Medical scientists 
said it may be similar to the 
strain that caused the 1918 pan­ 
demic in which 558,000 persons 
died. 
No human-to-human trans­ 
mission of the swine flu has oc­ 
curred since the Ft. Dix out­ 
break but scientists believe it 
could reappear this fall and 
deal the national a staggering 
blow unless the general popula­ 
tion is immunized. 
The CDC, in a press release, 
called the Atlanta tests “ a 
major step in the program to 
provide Americans with safe 
and effective protection against 
the possibility of an epidemic 
from this type of flu in the fall. 
“ As a result of trials here and 
elsewhere, we should know by 
mid-June the minimum dose 
needed to give protection, and 
what types of reactions, if any, 
the vaccine causes.” 
It said after the testing 
programs, “ full-scale produc­ 
tion of the vaccine is expected 
to begin. The first vaccine is sl­ 
ated to be given in late July or 
early August to chronically ill 
or other high risk persons. Vac­ 
cination of the general public is 
scheduled 
to begin in 
September.”

JERUSALEM (U PII - With 
security forces standing guard 
against Arab bombs, air raid 
sirens wailed across the Jewish 
state for two minutes today 
honoring Israel’s war dead 
Thousands of police, soldiers, 
border guards and volunteer 
watchmen patrolled Jerusalem 
and other cities on the lookout 
for suspicious objects in the 
wake of an Arab time bomb 
that injured 33 persons Monday 
night on the eve of Israel’s 
Memorial Day. 
Police sources said 120 Arabs 
were rounded up shortly after 
the 11-pound bomb planted on a 
motorcycle went off in the 
center of town with a powerful 
boom heard across the capital 
All but seven were released by 
morning.

Among the 
wounded was the Greek consul 
general and his wife 
The sirens for Memorial Day 
brought traffic, schools and 
businesses to a halt.

Memorial ceremonies were 
held at military cemeteries and 
public halls across the country 
on the eve of Independence 
Day, which was to begin

Wide-ranging labor woes 
no closer to solution 
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Judges tell hardship 
on $42,000 salary 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Claiming they are “ a political 
football... abandoned ... vic­ 
timized” by Congress, several 
past and present federal judges 
have described to a U.S. court 
the personal hardships they suf­ 
fer with their $42,000 a year 
salaries. 
One former judge said he had 
to leave the bench and return to 
more lucrative private practice 
so his five children could re­ 
main in private schools. 
A sitting judge lamented that 
his wife must sell real estate to 
supplement his income. 
Affidavits by one current and 
five former judges are on file in 
the U.S. Court of Claims. 
Eighty-two judges have asked 
the court to rule that Congress 
and Presidents Ford and Nixon, 
by failing to grant pay raises, 
violated a Constitutional ban on 
reducing the pay of judges dur­ 
ing their terms. 
The court is considering 
whether to hear the case, grant 
a Justice Department motion to 
dismiss it, or possibly ask the 
Supreme Court to decide the 
matter. 
Federal judges were granted 
$2,000 raises to $42,000 last Oc­ 
tober, but they claim the raise 
doesn’t make up for inflation 
and that in terms of real earn­ 
ings, judges haven’t been paid 
so little since 1903 
The sitting judge. Spencer 
Williams of the U.S. District 
Court in San Jose. Calif., told 
the Court his wife must work 
for the first time since 1949 — 
his first vear out of law school 


— to help maintain the family’s 
standard of living. 
Thomas A. Masterson, cur­ 
rently a partner in a Phila- 
delpia law firm, said he had to 
resign his district court job in 
1973 because he could no longer 
support five children in private 
schools and a home in the 
Overbrook section of Phila­ 
delphia on a judge’s salary. 
“ Indeed, after deducting fed­ 
eral income taxes and college 
and school tuitions from my 
judicial salary,” Masterson 
said, “ I found that I had less 
left to live on in inflated dollars 
than I earned in 1957 when I 
first purchased the home as a 
young lawyer.” 
Masterson said both Congress 
and the presidency “ abandoned 
the judiciary” in 1969 by allow­ 
ing a raise to $40,000 rather 
than $50,000. When further 
raises did not materialize, he 
said, “ the conviction that the 
judiciary was being victimized 
by the political branches of 
government became stron­ 
ger...” 
Masterson said judges “ can­ 
not be expected to beggar 
themselves or their families" 
for the honor of a judgeship. 
David L. Middle brooks, who 
until 1974 was a district judge in 
Tallahassee. Fla., noted that 
Congress had been asked to 
grant pay raises but refused to 
do so. and said: 
“ It was apparent that the 
matter of judicial salaries was 
a political football and that 
Congress intended to take no 
action.”

Hughes' 'heir' trial 
for forgery bared 


HAWTHORNE, Nev (UPI) 
— Melvin Dummar, the Utah 
service station operator who 
stands to inherit a fortune from 
a handwritten will of Howard 
Hughes, was arrested here and 
tried for forgery in 1969, it was 
disclosed Monday. 
“ I’m only human, that's all I 
can say.” Dummar responded 
from his home in Willard, Utah. 
“ I was not convicted.” 
Records show Dummar was 
picked up for allegedly forging 
his name to a $251 payroll check 
of another person. Tlie check 
was written by Basic Refrac­ 
tories Inc., a mining company 
in Gabbs, Nev., where Dummar 
once worked. 
After two days of trial in 
District Court, the jury was un­ 
able to reach a decision The 
charge was later dismissed by 
the late District Judge Kenneth 
Mann rather than hold a second 
trial The check was allegedly 
cashed in November 1968 about 
ten months after Dummar 
claims he met Hughes 
Dummar stands to inherit 
about $125 million if the will is 
valid. So far most handwriting 
experts have agreed it appears 
to be legitimate. 
However, a N ashville 
genealogist and probate in­ 
vestigator who claims to repre­ 
sent 11 relatives of Hughes said 
he would f!y to Nevada today 
and file a legal brief detailing 
“ 30 legal points that show the 
will is a fake.” 
"It was a forgery,” said W A 
Jones, 42, founder of a firm 
called Heirfinders, Inc “ I've 
spent 15 years investigating 
wills and I know what I'm do­ 
ing. I tore this thing apart 
within two hours ” 
It was also disclosed that 


Dummar was charged in 
Ogden, Utah, in January with 
receiving stolen property, a 
deer rifle. The charge was dis­ 
missed Feb. 11 because the 
court said it lacked jurisdiction. 
Dummar was living in another 
county at the time. 
“ I realize that since this all 
happened people are going to 
dig up anything about me from 
the time I was born until 
today,” said Dummar. who 
refused further comment. 
Dummar says he may have 
met Hughes only once — 
January, 1968. when he picked 
up a bleeding, skinny “ bum” on 
the Nevada desert and drove 
him to Las Vegas, where the 
man identified himself as

and pervasive.” 


The young governor also met 
with political supporters, in­ 
cluding Rep. James Santini. D- 
Nev., the state's only member 
of the House of Representatives 
and Brown's Nevada campaign 
manager. 
Brown said former Georgia 
Gov Jimmy Carter did not of­ 
fer a new approach and did not 
recognize the magnitude of the 
challenge of the presidency 
“ He is making promises that 
he will reorganize the govern­ 
ment but he does not really 
recognize the magnitude of the 
challenge for the American 
people." 
Brown said he entered the 
campaign because none of the 
presidential candidates have 
captured the imagination of the 
people. 
“ I think the people should 
have an opportunity of a 
choice.” he said

Nuclear blackmail 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
former Pentagon researcher 
and author says starving na­ 
tions may use nuclear 
blackmail to coerce the United 
States into giving them a share

Lowell Ponte, former special­ 
ist for International Research 
and Technology Corp., said 
Monday that a CIA report warn­ 
ing of widespread famines 
caused by climatic changes 
overlooked the possibility of 
nuclear blackmail by hungry 
nations,

The 
trees haven't been watered 
since the walkout began be­ 
cause the six-man crew which 
irrigates them are part of the 
strike. A dry spell added to the 
problem. 
Mayor George Moscone said 
there was “ no progress whatso­ 
ever — no meeting set” in the 
stalled negotiations between 
the city and leaders of the 1,740 
striking workers.

THE ADVERTISING SPECIALTY 


An "advertising specialty,” for those who may not know 
the promotional tool by this name, is a useful product with 
a sales message on it, accompanied by the name, address 
and phone number of the company giving it away free of 
charge to prospective customers as well as people who 
have already done business with them in the past. A quick 
glance around your office or home will reveal that you 
probably have several ad specialties in use; calendars, key 
chains, coin purses, pens, pencils, blotters, balloons, drink 
stirrers, book matches, golf tees, notebooks, and a thou­ 
sand other similar items go to make up this popular 
medium for getting your company name “in front of’ the 
public. 


Any advertising consultant will be quick to advise you 
that your company name appearing in as many places as 
possible is a definite advantage. Figures on the amount 
actually spent for advertising specialties over the nation 
are hard to come by, but it is safe to say that it runs into 
the millions of dollars. 


Looking at the advertising specialty from the standpoint 
of intrinsic advertising value one might easily find his own 
personal reaction to them a good measure. Human nature 
dictates that everyone likes to get something for nothing, 
and housewives in particular will drive miles across town 
for an advertised free gift. But. the ad specialty is usually 
given to the prospect or customer for the purpose of, (1) 
thanking him for past patronage. (2) to announce a new 
product or service, (3) to celebrate special events, and (4) 
as a general reminder to consider the giver when you are in 
need of what he has to offer. All of which are very real a,nd 
worthwhile aspirations on the part of anyone spending 
money for advertising. But, how do you. yourself, 
speaking strictly as a consumer, react to the ad specialty’s 
advertising message? A calendar you’ll use, if you have the 
space on your desk or wall for it, but will it inspire you to 
buy? If you had need for a new insurance policy, for 
example, would you contact several insurance agents to 
find the best possible coverage at the lowest premium, or 
would you call only the insurance man whose calendar 
hung on your wall? Logic tells us that you'd shop around, of 
course, unless the insurance man who gave you the 
calendar was your brother-in-law or good friend! And. 
that’s a different type of motivation than provided by 
advertising of any kind! 


Would you look at your key chain tag, with its 
advertising message, to decide which bank to do business 
with? Would you react favorably, and take instant action to 
buy if you picked up a ballpoint pen and read the adver­ 
tising message imprinted on the barrel? When handed a 
colorful booklet to record your automobile service dates, 
you’d be grateful probably for the handy, useful item, but 
would it influence you to return to the same service station 
time after time if their prices were too high and other 
services were not on a par with stations on your usual 
route? 


The customer-motivation provided by the advertising 
specialty is obviously extremely questionable. Granted, as 
a means of thanking a present customer for his patronage 
imprinted gift items can perform a worthwhile function, 
but there is much more to staying in business and building 
your business larger each year than simply pleasing the 
customers you already have buying from you. 
If you have found what you feel to be a productive use of 
advertising specialties in your business, 1 certainly am not 
recommending that you discontinue spending money in 
this manner. 1 am saying only that you should never 
consider advertising specialties as your major or only 
means of getting your company name in front of the public 
eye. Such action on your part could easily spell business 
disaster! 


Remember, newspaper advertising can CREATE the 
DESIRE to buy when that desire was not present before 
the newspaper advertisement was read. This one factor 
alone is of tremendous importance to every business 
owner.

Bid opening 


New County sign ordinance 
defeated by 3-2 ballot 


Strong protests leveled main­ 
ly by north county business in­ 
terests resulted Monday in the 
Board of Supervisors voting 3-2 
to shelve a laboriously drawn 
up revised county sign or­ 
dinance seen by opponents as 
being too restrictive. 
The parade of business 
representatives from Santa 
Maria, Lompoc. Solvang and 
Buellton speaking vehemently 
against an ordinance which 
favored aesthetics and sought 
to impose controls over rooftop, 
large pole signs and animated 
signs drew loud applause from 
the throng of objectors 
gathered at the public hearing 
in the County Administration 
Building. 
The revised ordinance had 
been backed by the County 
Board of Architectural Review 
and the County Planning Com­ 
mission. after a special com­ 
mittee had worked many 
months to formulate it. 
Supervisor Francis H Beat­ 
tie, moved to file the proposed 
ordinance He said he felt it was 
"very restrictive” and added 
he thought the present or­ 
dinance was too restrictive 


also. He was for relaxation of 
the present ordinance “ to 
enable businessmen to make 
more money.” 
Voting with him against the 
proposed ordinance were 
Supervisors Harrell Fletcher 
and Robert E. Kallman. 
Kallman said he would be "still 
open to an ordinance differen­ 
tiating between highway and 
urban problems,” 
Fletcher said he wanted to 
see the cities and county get 
together and draw up an or­ 
dinance "we all could live 
with." 
Board chairman Frank J. 
Frost, while conceding that 
"some kind of exceptions seem 
needed,” voted against an ac­ 
tion which in effect kills the 
proposals. He felt a referral 
back to the planning body would 
be helpful 
Supervisor James M. Slater, 
who also voted against Beat­ 
tie’s motion, said he felt the 
proposed ordinance "would 
help the small businessman to 
compete 
with 
the 
big 
operators" by cutting down on 
expense of big signs. 
Santa Barbara developer Eli 


Luria said sign control was a 
good thing for business so far as 
he could see and "didn’t hinder 
the tourists." He felt a wide- 
open sign system was "ugly, 
not beneficial to business and 
led to inability to identify in­ 
dividual business properly." 
William Gawzner, Montecito 
hotelman and Santa Barbara 
Cham ber of Com m erce 
representative, opposed the or­ 
dinance, as did Earl Sweetland. 
Lcmpoc Valley Chamber of 
Commerce spokesman. 
"Those seeking restrictions 
do not understand that advertis­ 
ing is the life of business,” said 
Sweetland 
He said many 
businesses in Vandenberg 
Village would have signs not in 
conformity if the new ordinance 
were adopted. 
Others in opposition included 
W illiam Snelling, of Santa 
Maria, associated with Holiday 
Inn; Joe Gebsey, Carpinteria 
Valley, who felt the Santa Claus 
business area needed strong 
signing. John Martin, Lompoc 
businessman; 
Wayne Bar­ 
barick, representing the 
Solvang Business Assn . and 
others.

NEW YORK (U P I) - People still keep asking me who I 
think was the winner of Friday night's fight and when I tell 
them Muhammad Ali. some of them give me a funny look 
and say it sure didn’t seem that way on tv. 
Then I ask one question. 
How c an Jimmy Young honestly feel he won the fight and 
the world heavyweight title when he kept sticking his head 
outside the ropes every time he was in trouble, seeking the 
only possible avenue he could find for escape? Jimmy Young 
ought to answer that one. 


He tried to after last losing the 15-rounder at Landover. 
Md.. and he was honest over why he had employed the move 
so repeatedly that referee Tom Kelly finally regarded what 
he was doing as a knockdown and began counting. Jimmy 
Young said he was trying to take some of the pressure off 
himself and*the only thing I have to say to that is when a 
challenger has any real idea of taking away a champion's ti­ 
tle. he concentrates on applying the pressure, not removing 
it. 
Herbert Muhammad, Ali’s manager, also is his severest 
critic and I think he called it absolutely right waiting to hear 
the decision near one of the Capital Centre exits following 
the final bell. 
“ He won, but he looked amateurish." he said of Ali. "He 


was overweight and that didn't do him any good." 
Nobody has been associated with Ali any longer than 
Angelo Dundee, who is much more than a trainer to him, and 
Dundee says Friday night was the worst night Ali has ever 
had. 
"He has had bad nights before," says Dundee. "H e had one 
in his first fight with Ken Norton, but this was the worst 
night he has ever had. It happens. All athletes have these 
kinds of nights... 
“ Remember when everybody was talking about George 
Foreman being the 
dreadnought of the heavyweight 
division? He was supposed to be invincible, the new Joe 
Louis. So Foreman loses to Ali and all of a sudden he can’t 
fight any more. The change in adjectives overnight was 
astonishing, wasn't it9” 
Luckily for Ali. he's a man. If he were a woman, he’d be in 
trouble because he’s a pushover who never can say no to 
anybody Dundee feels that’s one of the reasons Ali looked as 
bad as he did against Young. 
"His amiability was the thing that hurt him hiost," says 
Dundee. "He didn't turn down anybody who came up Jo visit 
with him to speak with him in all the time he was training for 
Young 
He was so amiable and accommodating to 
evervbody. he couldn’t do his calisthenics all the time and 
they are what gives him his ‘zetz.’ his steam. We had a table 
set up in his hotel suite. When we get through road work, he 


comes back, gets up on the table and does his calisthenics, 
but so many people came to talk with him this time, he didn t 
get to do the calisthenics the way he should’ve. He obliged 
everybody. 
"Same thing before his first fight with Norton. He ran 
around too much in San Diego. He was all over the city. 
‘Where’s the ghetto?’ ‘Where do I meet my brothers?’ It cut 
into his training and you saw what happened.’’ 
Ali realized he had dogged it in training for the third- 
ranked Young. He had cheated and it nearly cost him his ti­ 
tle. 
He made up his mind that wouldn’t happen again. 
After his poor showing against Young, Ali told Dundee he’s 
going to do things differently for his next fight with Britain’s 
Richard Dunn in Munich May 25. Two weeks before that 
fight. Ali said, he’s cutting out all social visits and ex­ 
tracurricular activities. He wants no repetition of the Jim ­ 
my Young embarrassment. He has no intention of losing his 
title to Dunn. 


In Munich. Dunn’s manager, George Biddles, warned Ali if 
he isn’t in better shape for his next fight than he was for his 
last one. Richard Dunn will spring one of the biggest upsets 
in boxing history.

'Nevers was the greatest' 


SAN RAFAEL. Calif (U PI > - Pop Warner called him the 
greatest football player of all time, and he may have been 
right 
In an age when to be a football player you had to go all 60 
minutes on both offense and defense. Ernie Nevers stood at 
the top of his class, even ahead of the legendary Jim Thorpe 
Warner, who coached both players, said flatly Nevers was 
better 
“ Ernie could do everything Thorpe could do. 
said 
Warner, “ and Ernie tried harder. He gave 60 minutes of 
himself every game." 
Nevers. 72. who was active in sports all his life, died Mon­ 
day from a heart condition. Funeral services will be private 
and his family, wife Margery and daughter Tina Gallison. 
ask that in lieu of flowers donations be made in his memory 
to the Football Hall of Fame. 
His greatest day as a pro came during the 1929 season 
when, playing for the Chicago Cardinals, he scored a record 
40 points against the Chicago Bears on a frozen field His 
harvest included six touchdowns and four conversions 
Nevers recalled that all the touchdowns came on power 
plays off tackle and that none covered more than 20 yards 
While football has changed drastically since Nevers 
played it. historians of the game claim he would have been 
an All-America and maybe even the best of all in any age 
because of his tenacity and dedication.

Jordan was prepared for prison when he 
arrived at U.S. District Court for selling 
a half-ounce of cocaine to a federal un­ 
dercover agent 
The New England Patriots' offensive 
tackle, listed as the largest player on the 
roster at 6-foot-7. 260 pounds, carried a 
small suitcase into Chief Judge Ray­ 
mond J Pettine’s court Monday. 
Jordan. 23. of St. Louis, Mo., was 
sentenced to two years in prison under 
the Youth Correctional Act 
He was 
taken to the New Bedford, Mass.. House 
of Correction to await transfer to a 
federal prison 
Pettine said Jordan could be placed on 
probation at any time for good behavior 
and. with a probation officer’s recom­ 
mendation. the record of his conviction 
could be erased after two years. 
At the start of his January trial, 
Jordan admitted one charge of selling 
cocaine to Special Agent Herbert Lemon 
for $900 near his Providence apartment 
last July The government dropped two 
other charges of sale and conspiracy. 
He sat calmly and in silence, then 
spoke softly when the judge asked if 
there was anything he would like to say 
before sentencing

Nevers championed football wherever he went. While he 
played for small sums as a pro. he never thought today s 
players were being overpaid As a result, he had a fine rap­ 
port in clubhouses across the nation.

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Salmon fishing 
still in slump 


By M.C. COCKSHOTT 


Comebacker of the year 


Although salmon fishing is on 
the slow side at the moment, a 
record king was caught off of 
Avila last week. 
The fish weighed an even 37 
pounds, passing the existing 
record of 364. Most of the 
salmon that are being caught 
are ranging above average in 
weight. 
Many of the commercial 
fishermen in the area have 
pulled anchor and headed for 
waters north of Morro Bay. 
Out of Santa Barbara Sea 
Landing, salmon fishing is 
equally disastrous, but rock cod 
fishermen are still getting 
limits on trips to the islands. 
Halibut is also picking up. 
Over the weekend 35 were 
caught, most of them in the 
under-10-pound class, but there 
were a few going as big as 18 
pounds. 
While Lake Cachuma is 
reporting some of their best 
fishing of the year, Lopez Lake 
is experiencing some of the 
worst. 
At Cachuma, trout is very 
good with several fish over five 
pounds being hooked in the last 
week. Most (about 90 per cent, 
they tell us) are being caught 
trolling in the top 10 feet of 


water. 
Lots of redear are being 
caught near the island on meal 
worms and “ Mighty Mealies.” 
Bass fishing is good but there 
are few catfish being taken. 
With the arrival of two more 
truck loads of striped bass to be 
planted in Newport Bay, the 
DFG’s marine fish plants in 
Southern California will end for 
the year. The planting included 
5.000 striped bass at Newport, 
100.000 silver salmon yearlings 
at Camp Pendleton and in 
Calleguas Creek, on the Navy’s 
Pacific Missile Test Center at 
Pt. Mugu. 
These plants have been at­ 
tended with a very low mor­ 
tality of the small fish, which 
the biologist in charge at­ 
tributes to the salinity and 
temperature of the hatchery 
truck, which nearly matched 
that of the bay. 
The stripers were beginning 
to show up more and more 
frequently in sportsman’s 
catches in the Newport Bay 
area. Some up to two feet in 
length have been caught, so that 
this year’s plant meant that 
there were now three different 
classes in and around the New­ 
port area.

The upgrading of buses 


WASHINGTON — What’s good for 
(ieneral Motors seems to be what’s good 
for the White House. 
The two have teamed up to block a 
major upgrading of the nation’s buses in 
order to protect the auto firm's profit 
picture, according to a confidential 
federal study. 
In 1971, the govern­ 
ment began a $27 
million project to 
develop a bus of the 
future. It was to have 
wide doors, special 
features for the han­ 
dicapped and other 
safety and efficiency 
improvements. 
But a fe d e ra lly 
funded report by Stan­ 
ford 
U n iv e r s ity 
describes in detail how 
the new concept of a 
“ Transbus" fell afoul of politics and cor­ 
porate finagling 
In the beginning, the Urban Mass 
Transportation Administration provided 
funds to three firms to build a sample 
“ Transbus.” The company with the win­ 
ning model would win contracts that 
might eventually run into the billions 
The three were General Motors, 
American General and Rohr Industries. 
The two smaller firms, American and 
Rohr, were enthusiastic about trying to 
produce the new bus and expected con­ 
tinued federal funding 
But. suggests the draft study. 
“ General Motors, which is primarily an 
auto manufacturer, realized that the 
Transbus program had the potential of 
increasing mass transportation usage " 
This, of course, “ translates into a net 
reduction in auto sales” for General 
Motors 
Then last year, for what the report 
describes as “ technological, economic 
and political” reasons, the White House 
stepped in and scrapped the laboriously 
prepared design specifications for 
“ Transbus.” 
In their place, the White House invited 
the bus manufacturers themselves to 
come up with a bus design as long as it 
met certain performance standards 
They played right into the hands of 
General Motors it permits the giant of 
the auto industry, which already controls 
50 per cent of all bus sales, to build the 
kind of bus it wants, as opposed to a 
“ Transbus ” 
The White House, meanwhile, has 
further aided General Motors by holding 
back future funding for the “ Transbus” 
project 
Since the two smaller com­ 
panies cannot compete with General 
Motors unless they get the funding, the 
White House actions have effectively 
turned over future bus sales to (ieneral 
Motors — without “ Transbus reforms " 
Consumer groups and the handicapped 
fear that the combination of the fund cut­ 
off and (ieneral Motors’ readiness to 
build buses with its own funds will doom 
any hopes of improved mass transit for 
the handicapped There have been no 
major design changes in 15 years 
Footnote: Tomorrow (May 5) the 
Urban Mass Transportation Administra­ 
tion will hold public hearings on the 
Transbus imbroglio 
NAZI E U L O G Y : The Voice of 
America recently eulogized Adolf 
Hitler s leading Slovakian propagandist 
as a great patriot. 
The moving tribute by VOA. which 
speaks for the U.S. government abroad 
was inspired by the funeral of Joseph 
1*8000, who died a few months ago in 
Middletown. Pa 
Pauco escaped to the U S, after World 
War II. As an editor in Slovakia, he had 
trumpeted the Nazi line, hailed persecu­ 
tion of the Jew s and praised the 
“ benevolence 
(of) 
Fuehrer Adolf 
Hitler.” 


As late as 1957. Pauco described his 
wartime work as editor-in-chief of the 
Nazi newspaper “ Solvak ’ as a cause of 
"great and sacred truth.” Yet, he per­ 
sonally sat on a tribunal that ratified the 
execution of American-backed Slovakian 
freedom fighters. 
During the Nixon years, the dapper 
and charming exile worked his way into 


the affections of the Republican leaders 
and became a top GOP political adviser 
on ethnic affairs When we exposed his 
Nazi past in 1971. he was eased out of the 
job, but was kept on as a consultant to 
the Small Business Administration. 
Yet. despite his ex-Nazi notoriety, the 
Voice of America broadcast a long com­ 
mentary praising his dynam’sm. 
enthusiasm and high principles 
This 
glowing tribute to an ex-Nazi was tran­ 
sm itted to Czechoslovakia last 
November. 
Although the VOA mentioned he was a 
“ journalist” in Slovakia, it neglected to 
add that his “ journalism” consisted of 


spewing out hatred against Jews and the 
U S 
Instead, the VOA lauded Pauco’s “ full 
Slovak soul,” saying his writing would 
endure “ as his legacy .” His “ many 
friends and enemies (are) only proof of 
his truthfulness and strong national 
feelings, eulogized the VOA. “ He was a 
dynamic figure ”

VOA. said USIA head James Keogh, a 
former Nixon speech writer,, takes full 
responsibility for the broadcast It was. 
said the spokesman, a

WASHINGTON — A conservative 
President who in his 25 years in Congress 
voted against any additions to the social 
security system may be elected to a 
four-year term because of that very 
system. This is the supreme irony for 
Gerald Ford who continues to try to out- 
conservative Ronald Reagan, his oppo­ 
nent 
for 
the 
Republican 
nomina­ 
tion. 
One figure alone is 
startling evidence of 
what social security 
has meant during the 
recession — the most 
serious since the great 
depression of the ’30s 
— that began in 1974. 
In ’74 and '75 $40 
billion in unemploy­ 
ment insurance was 
paid out to jobless 
workers. In addition, many received 
company benefits over a period of 
months after they had been laid off. 
This helped to sustain purchasing 
power and it unquestionably contributed 
to the slow recovery shown by almost 
every economic indicator. What it has 
meant in the bankrupt cities across the 
nation where police and other public ser­ 
vants are being dismissed is obvious 
enough. Without it those same cities 
could have been subject to rioting and 
burning on an unprecedented scale. 
In the great depression of the '30s. the 
unemployed with no pension cushion 
whatsoever went hungry. They sold ap­ 
ples on the street. In short, they ac­ 
cepted their fate. 
There is wide agreement among 
specialists in these matters that the un­ 
employed today would never quiescently 
aefcept such a fate. The mass of the 
jobless who have known something like 
prosperity would not take it lying down. 
It is this that has saved the cities and it 
may very likely have saved Gerald Ford. 
Moving about the country, I have met 
staunch Democrats who believe the 
President will be elected even if Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey were to come out of a 
brokered convention, even though un­ 
employment stands at or near 7 per cent 
and even if the line in the campaign is 
drawn at jobs for the unemployed with 
the government as the employer of last 
resort (Proposals aimed in that direc­ 
tion have been repeatedly vetoed by the 
President). 
If this should happen, it would be all 
the more remarkable, considering that 
as many as 25 million Americans are liv­ 
ing at or below the poverty line, defined 
by a family income of $5,000 a year or 
less. The majority of those 25 million are 
on welfare and augment their funds with 
food stamps, medicaid, aid to dependent 
children and other additions to the social 
security system 
The curent presidential campaign with 
all its uncertainties suggests no answer 
to the problem of the two nations, one af­ 
fluent or at least well-off. and the other a 
sprawling dependency. If President Ford 
should have another four years in the 


White House he would, without a doubt, 
once again face a Congress controlled by 
the Democrats. He himself has said that 
unemployment is unlikely to fall below 7 
per cent before at least the middle of 
next year. 
It is hard to conceive of four years of 
government by veto. That may serve as 
an election ploy, proving to the conser- 
native Reaganites in his party that Ford 
is solidly opposed to welfare and social 
s e c u r i t y . 
But 
four 
y e a rs 
of 
demonstrating how our system of 
divided powers fails to work when the ex- 
ecutive is of one party and the 
legislature of another could only be dis­ 
astrous. 
The time may come fairly soon when 
the Congress would begin consistently to 
override presidential vetoes. This would 
raise the issue of impoundment, and the 
President would be under no compulsion 
to spend the appropriated monies. And 
that could well go to the courts, which, in 
turn, raises a seldom-noted example of 
the President’s sweep of powers: In four

years the President could surely have 
made over the Supreme Court. 
The rationality of all this, if there were 
any rationality in our politics, is for 
Humphrey to come out of a brokered 
convention. He is chairman of the Joint 
Economic Committee and coauthor of 
the Humphrey Hawkins full-employment 
bill, and probably has a greater 
knowledge of the economic potential of 
full employment without the.penalty of 
further inflation than anyone else in his 
party. 
A Humphrey-Ford contest would give 
the voter a clear choice. Some voters 
might be perfectly content with the 
gradualism of the economic recovery, 
the slow erosion of unemployment and 
maybe even welfare. However, with a 
Humphrey-Ford contest, there would be 
some idea of what the choice would 
mean when the ballot is cast. 
But that may be too much to expect of 
a campaign that, at present, seems so 
aimless and without any major attempts 
to offer solutions to the ills that beset us.
